Provides  current  and  historical  information  on  primary 
and  secondary  hardwood  product  production,  prices, 
international  trade,  and  employment. 


Introduction 

This  is  the  21st  in  a  series  of  statistical  bulletins  to  be 
released  by  the  USDA  Forest  Service,  Northeastern 
Forest  Experiment  Station.  These  statistics  are  for  use 
by  hardwood  related  industries,  forest  managers,  the 
academic  community,  and  the  general  public.  Current, 
as  well  as  historical,  data  are  presented  for  compari- 
son. 

Lumber,  veneer,  and  plywood  export  figures  for  the 
third  quarter  of  1 989  and  thereafter  are  based  on  com- 
puter programs  updated  by  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  in  cooperation  with 
the  USDA  Forest  Service,  Princeton,  West  Virginia,  and 
reflect  actual  amounts  exported.  The  remaining  vol- 
ume figures  for  exports  continue  to  be  suppressed  due 
to  errors  in  data.  Export  figures  between  1980  and 
1988  are  unreliable  due  to  errors  during  the  develop-

The  Ohio  Agricultural  Statistics  Service  has  ceased 
publication  of  the  Ohio  Timber  Prices.  Therefore,  Ta- 
bles 1 ,  2,  and  3,  are  reporting  prices  from  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Timber  Market  Report,  published  by  The  Penn- 
sylvania State  University,  School  of  Forest  Resources, 
Cooperative  Extension  Service.  The  report  gives  log 
prices  by  grade  and  species  and  stumpage  prices  by 
species.  These  figures  should  be  as  useful  as  the  Ohio 
figures  when  analyzing  long-term  timber  price  trends. 

The  statistics  presented  in  this  bulletin  are  not  inclu- 
sive. Specific  series  were  selected  based  on  their  com- 
pleteness and  representativeness.
